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Let’s Sober Up! 


In the days of ’29, just prior to The Great Depression, most 
of America got drunk—ingloriously drunk! We went on a} 
gigantic get-something-for-nothing spree without parallel in 
modern-day history. And then came the morning after, with 
a hangover we’ve been years in getting rid of. The elevator 
boy and the captain of industry, both played the market! With 
few exceptions, we were cbsessed by the get-rich-quick mania. 
We tired of hard work; we wanted something for nothing! 

Then came stern disillusionment. The bottom dropped out. 
Cutting corners ceased to be smart and became, instead, ter- 
ribly unprofitable. But how much have we learned? What, 
today, is the status of our human behavior? 

Let’s be brutally frank. We need to be. For only absolute 
eandor can point the way. The recent stock market collapse, 
in all probability, was not as serious—to average America—as 
the debacle of 1929. We had learned that lesson—most of us! 
So far as ticker-tapes are concerned, we are sober! 

But we still want something-for-nothing. We have still 
failed to learn the vital lesson that only hard work, frugality 
and individual enterprise spell success for the average indi- 
vidual. We want government to take over our personal re- 
sponsibilities. We want programs to share the wealth—in- 
stead of opportunities to create wealth! We want ‘‘organiza- 
tion’’ to supply the things formerly supplied by individual 
initiative! We complain about taxes, yet demand the things 
which compel outrageous taxes. 

Or do we? 

If we don’t we ean tell Congress that we want less govern- 
ment in business—more business in government. We can de- 
mand an end to living beyond our national income. We can 
tighten up on the community’s purse-strings and decide to go 
it alone—without benefit of government oligarehy. We can 
sober up—and demand that our public officials do likewise! 
We can stop trying to get something-for-nothing! | Simple, 
yes, but it’s a sound program! 

Not only has the national government been extravagant in 
expenditures, but it has encouraged states, counties and cities 
in the same kind of programs. There have been huge appro- 
priations for many kinds of buildings and .enterprises in the 
**pump priming’’ endeavor to get the country back to normal. 
Here—as in practically all communities throughout the coun- 
try—we have endeavored to get all we could in the way of 
eash from Uncle Sam, figuring if we did not ‘‘get ours’’ we 
would be paying for the things other communities got and get- 
ting none of our own. But such a policy cannot be continued 
endlessly. The continued growth of the national debt plainly 
proves that—having reached an all time high some time ago 
and continuing to increase from month to month, Surely the 
time has come when it is necessary to ‘‘taper off’’ on such ex- 
penditures and let each community go on its own,

" Another Armistice Day 


None who lived at that time will ever forget the joy that 
swept around the world on that first Armistice day nineteen 
years ago—Nov. 11, 1918. The people were so happy and 
thrilled that they could not restrain their shouts of joy. Sol- 
diers in the trenches are said to have danced ‘in their wild 
delight, millions of mothers and fathers wept in their extreme 
gladness—the torment of fear and butchery had ended at last. 
Parades, bonfires and wild demonstrations prevailed in cities 
and towns. It was then hoped that the ‘‘war to end war’’ had 
accomplished the goal—now we know better. 

‘The world had never seen anything like the tumult and the 
cheering which stormed the heavens when word came the 
world’s greatest and most terrible war was over. That war 
killed 126,000 American doughboys and wounded and gassed 
nearly twice that number. It cost the world 400 billion dol- 
lars—and no nation is yet through paying the costs of that 
holocaust. 

Yet today, civil and international wars again rage. Tragic 
as they are, they give a special meaning to America’s celebra- 
tion of Armistice day. They make plain that war does not end 
war—that peace founded on violence breeds further violence, 
that what is achieved by force will be overthrown by force! 

Truly, the American doughboys who gave their lives on 
Europe’s battlefields will not have died in vain so long as we 
remember that lesson! 

On this Armistice day America Salutes peace and the men 
who fought to achieve it strong in her determination not to 
break trust with those who died believing they fought a war| 
to end all war! |
